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As the U.S. moves to reclassify marijuana as a less dangerous drug, 
could more states legalize it?

As the U.S. government 
moves toward reclassifying 
marijuana as a less danger- 
ous drug, there may be lit- 
tle immediate impact in the 
dozen states that have not 
already legalized cannabis 
for widespread medical or 
recreational use by adults. 
But advocates for marijuana 
legalization hope a federal 
regulatory shift could even- 
tually change the minds — 
and votes — of some state 
policymakers who have 
been reluctant to embrace 
weed. "It is very common for 
a state legislator to tell me, 
'Well, I might be able to sup- 
port this, but ... I'm not going 
to vote for something that's 
illegal under federal law,'" 
said Matthew Schweich, 
executive director of the 
Marijuana Policy Project, 
which advocates for can- 
nabis legalization.

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Lawsuit against Meta asks if Facebook users have right to control 
their feeds using external tools

Do social media users have 
the right to control what they 
see — or don't see — on their 
feeds? 
A lawsuit filed against Face- 
book parent Meta Platforms 
Inc. is arguing that a federal 
law often used to shield in- 
ternet companies from liabil- 
ity also allows people to use 
external tools to take control 
of their feed — even if that 
means shutting it off entirely. 
The Knight First Amendment 
Institute at Columbia Univer- 
sity filed a lawsuit Wednes- 
day against Meta Platforms 
on behalf of an Amherst pro- 
fessor who wants to release 
a tool that enables users to 
unfollow all the content fed 
to them by Facebook's al- 


gorithm. 
The tool, called Unfollow Ev- 
erything 2.0, is a browser ex- 
tension that would let Face- 
book users unfollow friends, 
groups and pages and 
empty their newsfeed — the 
stream of posts, photos and 
videos that can keep them 
scrolling endlessly. The idea 
is that without this constant, 
addicting stream of content, 
people might use it less. If the 
past is any indication, Meta 
will not be keen on the idea. 
A U.K. developer, Louis Bar- 
clay, released a similar tool, 
called Unfollow Everything, 
but he took it down in 2021, 
fearing a lawsuit after receiv- 
ing a cease-and-desist let- 
ter and a lifetime Facebook 
ban from Meta, then called 
Facebook Inc. 


With Wednesday's lawsuit, 
Ethan Zuckerman, a profes- 
sor at the University of Massa- 
chusetts at Amherst, is trying 


to beat Meta to the legal 
punch to avoid getting sued 
by the social media giant 
over the browser extension. 
"The reason it's worth chal- 
lenging Facebook on this 
is that right now we have 
very little control as users 
over how we use these net- 
works," Zuckerman said in an 
interview. "We basically get 
whatever controls Facebook 
wants. And that's actually 
pretty different from how 
the internet has worked his- 
torically." Just think of email, 
which lets people use differ- 
ent email clients, or different 
web browsers, or anti-track- 
ing software for people who 
don't want to be tracked. 
Meta declined to comment. 
The lawsuit filed in federal 
court in California centers 
on a provision of Section 230 
of the 1996 Communications 
Decency Act, which is often 
used to protect internet 
companies from liability for 
things posted on their sites. 
A separate clause, though, 
provides immunity to soft- 
ware developers who cre- 
ate tools that "filter, screen, 
allow, or disallow content 
that the provider or user con- 
siders to be obscene, lewd, 
lascivious, filthy, excessively 
violent, harassing, or other- 
wise objectionable." 
The lawsuit, in other words, 
asks the court to determine 
whether Facebook users' 
news feed falls into the 
category of objectionable 
material that they should be 
able to filter out in order to 
enjoy the platform. 
"Maybe CDA 230 provides 
us with this right to build 


tools to make your experi- 
ence of Facebook or other 
social networks better and to 
give you more control over 
them," said Zuckerman, who 
teaches public policy, com- 
munication and information 
at Amherst. "And you know 
what? If we're able to es- 
tablish that, that could re- 
ally open up a new sphere of 
research and a new sphere 
of development. You might 
see people starting to build 
tools to make social networks 
work better for us." 
While Facebook does allow 
users to manually unfollow 
everything, the process can 
be cumbersome with hun- 
dreds or even thousands of 
friends, groups and business- 
es that people often follow. 
Zuckerman also wants to 
study how turning off the 
news feed affects people's 
experience on Facebook. 
Users would have to agree 
to take part in the study — 
using the browser tool does 
not automatically enroll par- 
ticipants. 
"Social media companies 
can design their products 
as they want to, but users 
have the right to control 
their experience on social 
media platforms, including 
by blocking content they 
consider to be harmful," said 
Ramya Krishnan, senior staff 
attorney at the Knight Insti- 
tute. "Users don't have to ac- 
cept Facebook as it's given 
to them. The same statute 
that immunizes Meta from 
liability for the speech of its 
users gives users the right to 
decide what they see on the 
platform."q

Although a proposal to re- 
classify marijuana would not 
make it legal, "it is a historic 
and meaningful change at 
the federal level that I think is 
going to give many state law- 
makers a little less hesitation 
to support a bill," Schweich 
added. 
The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration has proposed 
to shift marijuana from a 
"Schedule I" drug, which in- 
cludes heroin and LSD, to a 
less tightly regulated "Sched- 
ule III" drug, which includes 
ketamine and some anabolic 
steroids. Federal rules allow 
for some medical uses of 
Schedule III drugs. But the 
proposed change faces a 
lengthy regulatory process, 
which may not be complete 
until after the presidential 
election. 
In the meantime, the pro- 
posed federal change could 
add fresh arguments for sup- 
porters of ballot measures 
seeking to legalize marijuana. 
Florida voters will decide on 
a constitutional amendment 
allowing recreational can- 
nabis this November. Public 
votes could also be held in 
several other states, including 
South Dakota, where support- 
ers plan to submit signatures 
Tuesday for a third attempt 
at legalizing recreational 
marijuana. 
Following two previous failed 
attempts, a Nebraska group 
is gathering signatures to get 
two measures onto this year's 
ballot: one to legalize medi- 
cal marijuana and another 


to allow private companies 
to grow and sell it. 
In North Dakota, criminal de- 
fense attorney Mark Friese is 
a former police officer who is 
backing a marijuana legaliza- 
tion ballot initiative. He said 
the proposed federal reclassi- 
fication could immensely help 
this year's initiative campaign. 
North Dakota voters rejected 
legalization measures in 2018 
and 2022 but approved medi- 
cal marijuana in 2016. 
"The bottom line is the move 
is going to allow intelligent, 
informed discussion about 
cannabis legislation instead of 
succumbing to the historical 
objection that marijuana is 
a dangerous drug like LSD or 
black tar heroin," Friese said. 


Others aren't so sure the 
reclassification will make a 
difference. 
Jackee Winters, chairperson 
of an Idaho group backing 
a ballot initiative to legalize 
medical marijuana, said it's 
tough to get would-be sup- 
porters to sign their petition. 
"People are literally afraid to 
sign anything in Idaho that 
has to do with marijuana," 
she said. "They're afraid the 
cops will be coming to their 
house." 
The proposed federal change 
may have little affect in 24 
states that already legalized 
recreational marijuana for 
adults, or in an additional 
14 states that allow medical 
marijuana. But advocates 


hope it could sway opinions 
in a dozen other states that 
either outlaw cannabis en- 
tirely or have limited access 
to products with low levels 
of THC, the chemical that 
makes people high. 
Georgia has allowed patients 
with certain illnesses and phy- 
sician approval to consume 
low-THC cannabis products 
since 2015. But until last year, 
there was no legal way to 
buy them. Eight dispensaries 
are now selling the products. 
The Georgia Board of Phar- 
macy last year also issued li- 
censes for low-THC products 
to 23 independent pharma- 
cies, but the federal DEA in 
November warned pharma- 
cies that dispensing medical 


marijuana violated federal 
law. 
Dawn Randolph, execu- 
tive director of the Georgia 
Pharmacy Association, said 
a federal reclassification of 
marijuana could open the 
way for pharmacists to treat 
marijuana products "like every 
other prescription medica- 
tion." 
In other states, such as Tennes- 
see, elected leaders remain 
hesitant to back either medi- 
cal or recreational marijuana. 
Tennessee Senate Speaker 
Randy McNally, a Republican, 
previously said he wouldn't 
support changing state law 
until the federal government 
reclassifies marijuana. 
But after reports about the 
DEA's recommended reclas- 
sification, McNally still held off 
on supporting any push to 
legalize medical marijuana. 
Removing marijuana as a 
Schedule I drug "would only 
start the conversation in my 
mind. It would not end it. There 
would still be many issues to 
resolve if the downgrade 
to Schedule III happens as 
proposed," he said Thursday. 
A proposal to legalize medical 
marijuana died in a Kansas 
Senate committee without 
a vote this year, and an at- 
tempt to force debate in the 
full Senate failed by a wide 
margin. The strongest and 
most influential opposition 
came from law enforcement 
officials, who raised concerns 
that any legalization could 
invite organized crime and 
make it difficult to assess 
whether people are driving 
under the influence.q

$400 million boost in federal funds for security at places of worship

NEW YORK (AP) — A $400 
million 
increase 
in 
fed- 
eral funding is available 
for security in places of 
worship, Senate Majority 
Leader Chuck Schumer an- 
nounced Sunday. 
The boost in money comes 
as concerns rise over threats 
against Jewish and Muslim 
communities, fueled in part 
by the Israel-Hamas war. 
Places 
like 
synagogues 
and mosques could apply 
to use the money to hire 


security personnel or install 
cameras under the new 
increase in funding to the 
existing federal Nonprofit 
Security 
Grant 
Program, 
Schumer, a Democrat, said 
from New York City. 
"We're going to keep fund- 
ing so that no synagogue 
or other religious institution 
is going to have to live in 
the fear that they now live 
with," Schumer said. 
The 
program 
allocated 
$305 million last year to 
nonprofits to help protect 


their facilities from poten- 
tial attacks. Three New 
York City synagogues and 
the Brooklyn Museum re- 
ceived 
bomb 
threats 
through email on Saturday, 
a spokesperson for the New 
York 
Police 
Department 
said. The threats prompted 
two synagogues to evacu- 
ate, though no explosives 
were found. 
Houses of worship will need 
to apply by May 21 to 
tap into the first round of 
funds.q

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Anti-war protesters leave USC after police arrive, while 
Northeastern ceremony proceeds calmly

Students protesting the war 
in Gaza abandoned their 
camp at the University of 
Southern California early Sun- 
day after being surrounded 
by police and threatened 
with arrest, while Northeast- 
ern University's commence- 
ment ended peacefully at 
Boston's Fenway Park. 
Developments in both places 
were being watched closely 
following scores of arrests last 
month — 94 people at USC in 
Los Angeles and about 100 
at Northeastern in Boston. 
Dozens of Los Angeles Police 
Department officers arrived 
about 4 a.m. at USC to as- 
sist campus safety officers. 
The university had warned of 
arrests on social media and 
in person. Video showed 
some protesters packing up 
and leaving, while officers 
formed lines to push others 
away from the camp as it 
emptied out. The university 
said there were no reports 
of any arrests. 
USC President Carol Folt said 
it was time to draw a line be- 
cause "the occupation was 
spiraling in a dangerous di- 
rection" with areas of cam- 
pus blocked and people 
being harassed. 
"The operation was peace- 
ful," Folt wrote in an update. 
"Campus is opening, students 
are returning to prepare for 
finals, and commencement 
set-up is in full swing." 
USC earlier canceled its main 
graduation ceremony while 
allowing other commence- 


ment activities to continue. 
At the Northeastern com- 
mencement Sunday, some 
students waved small Pal- 
estinian and Israeli flags, 
but were outnumbered by 
those waving the flags of In- 
dia and the U.S., among oth- 
ers. Undergraduate student 
speaker Rebecca Bamidele 
drew brief cheers when she 
called for peace in Gaza. 
The Associated Press has 
tallied about 2,500 people 
arrested at about 50 cam- 
puses since April 18, based 
on its reporting and state- 
ments from universities and 
law enforcement. 
Arrests continued apace 
over the weekend. At the 
University of Virginia, there 
were 25 arrests Saturday 
for trespassing after police 


clashed with protesters who 
refused to remove tents. At 
the Art Institute of Chicago 
campus, police cleared a 
pro-Palestinian 
encamp- 
ment hours after it was set 
up Saturday and arrested 68 
people, saying they would 
be charged with criminal 
trespass. 
ARRESTS IN VIRGINIA 
In Charlottesville, Virginia, 
student demonstrators be- 
gan their protest on a lawn 
outside the school chapel 
Tuesday. Video on Saturday 
showed police in riot gear 
and holding shields lined up 
on campus, while protesters 
chanted "Free Palestine." 
As police moved in, students 
were pushed to the ground, 
pulled by their arms and 
sprayed with a chemical ir- 


ritant, Laura Goldblatt, an 
assistant professor who has 
been helping the demon- 
strators, told The Washington 
Post. The university said pro- 
testers were told that tents 
were banned under school 
policy and were asked to 
remove them. Virginia Attor- 
ney General Jason Miyares 
told Fox News on Sunday the 
police response was justified 
because students had been 
warned repeatedly to leave, 
were violating the school's 
conduct code, and that out- 
siders who were not students 
provided protesters with sup- 
plies like wooden barriers. 
"We've seen folks that are not 
students show up in riot gear 
with bull horns to direct the 
protesters on how to flank our 
officers," Miyares said. 


He said some had put bear 
spray into water bottles and 
thrown them at officers. 
Tent encampments of pro- 
testers urging universities to 
stop doing business with Is- 
rael or companies they say 
support the war in Gaza 
have spread in a student 
movement unlike any other 
this century. Some schools 
reached agreements with 
protesters to end the dem- 
onstrations and reduce the 
possibility of disrupting final 
exams and commence- 
ments. 
DEMONSTRATIONS AMID 
COMMENCEMENT 
The University of Michigan 
was among the schools 
that had braced for protests 
during commencement this 
weekend, as were Indiana 
University, Ohio State Univer- 
sity and Northeastern. More 
ceremonies are planned in 
the coming weeks. 
In Ann Arbor, there was a 
protest at the beginning of 
the event at Michigan Stadi- 
um. About 75 people, many 
wearing traditional Arabic 
kaffiyehs along with their 
graduation caps, marched 
up the main aisle toward the 
stage. 
They chanted "Regents, re- 
gents, you can't hide! You 
are funding genocide!" while 
holding signs, including one 
that read: "No universities left 
in Gaza." 
Overhead, planes pulled 
banners with competing 
messages. "Divest from Isra- 
el now! Free Palestine!" and 
"We stand with Israel. Jewish 
lives matter."q

A driver dies after crashing into a 
security barrier around the White House 
complex, authorities say 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A driver 
died after a vehicle crashed 
into an outer perimeter gate 
of the White House complex, 
and the incident late Satur- 
day was being investigated 
as a traffic crash, police said. 
President Joe Biden was 
spending the weekend in 
Delaware, and the Secret 
Service said there was no 
threat to the White House. 


The male driver, who was not 
immediately identified, was 
found dead in the vehicle 
following the crash shortly 
before 10:30 p.m., accord- 
ing to a Secret Service state- 
ment. The Metropolitan Police 
Department said the vehicle 
crashed into a security bar- 
rier at the intersection of 15th 
Street and Pennsylvania Av- 
enue NW. Police were called 


to the scene at 10:46 p.m. 
and said one adult male was 
pronounced dead from the 
crash into a security barrier 
around the complex. The 
Secret Service said security 
protocols were put in place 
and that there was no threat 
to the White House. The Se- 
cret Service and police will 
continue to investigate.q

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Hamas says latest cease-fire talks have ended. Israel vows military 
operation in 'very near future'

JERUSALEM (AP) — The lat- 
est round of Gaza cease- 
fire talks ended in Cairo 
after "in-depth and serious 
discussions," the Hamas mil- 
itant group said Sunday, re- 
iterating key demands that 
Israel again rejected. After 
earlier signs of progress, the 
outlook appeared to dim 
as Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu vowed to resist 
international 
pressure 
to 
halt the war. 
Defense Minister Yoav Gal- 
lant claimed Hamas wasn't 
serious about a deal and 
warned of "a powerful op- 
eration in the very near 
future in Rafah and other 
places across all of Gaza 
" after Hamas attacked Is- 
rael's main crossing point 
for delivering badly need- 
ed humanitarian aid, kill- 
ing three soldiers. Israel's 
military said it believed 
Hamas was targeting sol- 
diers massed on the Gaza 
border in preparation for 
a possible Rafah invasion. 
Hamas said it targeted sol- 
diers in the area. 
But Israeli media reported 
that CIA chief William Burns, 
a main mediator in the talks, 
would meet with Netanya- 
hu on Monday. An official 


familiar with the matter told 
The Associated Press that 
Burns was traveling to meet 
the prime minister of Qa- 
tar, which along with Egypt 
has been an intermediary 
dealing with Hamas. It was 
not clear whether a subse- 
quent trip to Israel that had 
been planned would hap- 
pen. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss the closed-door ne- 
gotiations. 
Israel didn't send a delega- 


tion to the latest talks. Egyp- 
tian state media reported 
that the Hamas delegation 
went for discussions in Qa- 
tar, where the group has a 
political office, and will re- 
turn to Cairo for further ne- 
gotiations on Tuesday. 
Another 
threat 
to 
talks 
came as Israel ordered 
the local offices of Qatar's 
Al Jazeera satellite news 
network to close, accus- 
ing it of broadcasting anti- 
Israel incitement. The ban 


did not appear to affect 
the channel's operations 
in Gaza or the West Bank. 
Netanyahu, 
under 
pres- 
sure from hard-liners in his 
government, 
continued 
to lower expectations for 
a cease-fire deal, calling 
the key Hamas demands 
"extreme" — including the 
withdrawal of Israel forces 
from Gaza and an end to 
the war. That would equal 
surrender after the Hamas 
attack on Oct. 7 that trig- 


gered the fighting, he said. 
Hamas leader Ismail Hani- 
yeh in a statement earlier 
said the militant group was 
serious and positive about 
the negotiations and that 
stopping Israeli aggression 
in Gaza is the main priority. 
But 
Israel's 
government 
again vowed to press on 
with a military operation in 
Rafah, the southernmost 
Gaza city on the border 
with Egypt where more 
than half of Gaza's 2.3 mil- 
lion residents now seek 
shelter from Israeli attacks. 
Rafah is a key entry point 
for aid. 
Kerem Shalom, now closed, 
is another. The Israeli mili- 
tary reported 10 projec- 
tiles were launched at the 
crossing in southern Israel 
and said its fighter jets later 
struck the source. Israel's 
Channel 12 TV channel said 
10 soldiers remained hospi- 
talized. It was unclear how 
long the crossing would be 
closed. 
The head of the U.N. agen- 
cy for Palestinian refugees, 
Philippe Lazzarini, called for 
an independent investiga- 
tion and "accountability 
for the blatant disregard 
of humanitarian workers." 
He also said Israel this week 
denied him entry to Gaza 
for a second time.q

South Sudan removes newly imposed taxes that had triggered 
suspension of UN food airdrops

JUNA, South Sudan (AP) — 
Following an appeal from the 
United Nations, South Sudan 
removed recently imposed 
taxes and fees that had trig- 
gered suspension of U.N. food 
airdrops. Thousands of people 
in the country depend on aid 
from the outside. 
The U.N. earlier this week 
urged South Sudanese au- 
thorities to remove the new 
taxes, introduced in Febru- 
ary. The measures applied to 
charges for electronic cargo 
tracking, security escort fees 
and fuel. 
In its announcement on Fri- 
day, the government said 
it was keeping charges on 


services rendered by firms 
contracted by the U.N 
peacekeeping mission in 
South Sudan. 
"These companies are profit- 
ing ... (and) are subjected 
to applicable tax," Finance 
Minister Awow Daniel Chuang 
said. 
There was no immediate 
comment from the U.N. on 
when the airdrops could re- 
sume. 
Earlier, the U.N. Humanitarian 
Affairs Agency said the paus- 
ing of airdrops had deprived 
60,000 people who live in ar- 
eas inaccessible by road of 
desperately needed food in 
March, and that their number 
is expected to rise to 135,000 
by the end of May. 


At the United Nations in New 
York, U.N. spokesman Sté- 
phane Dujarric said the taxes 
and charges would also im- 
pact the nearly 20,000-strong 
U.N. peacekeeping mission in 
South Sudan, "which is review- 
ing all of its activities, including 
patrols, the construction of 
police stations, schools and 
health care centers, as well 
as educational support." 
An estimated 9 million people 
out of 12.5 million people in 
South Sudan need protec- 
tion and humanitarian as- 
sistance, according to the 
U.N. The country has also seen 
an increase in the number 
of people fleeing the war 
in neighboring Sudan be- 
tween the rival military and 
paramilitary forces, further 
complicating humanitarian 
assistance to those affected 
by the internal conflict.q

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Floods in southern Brazil kill at least 75 people over 7 days, with 
103 people missing

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — Mas- 
sive floods in Brazil's southern 
Rio Grande do Sul state have 
killed at least 75 people over 
the last seven days, and 
another 103 were reported 
missing, local authorities said 
Sunday. 
At least 155 people were 
injured, 
while 
damage 
from the rains forced more 
than 88,000 people from 
their homes. Approximately 
16,000 took refuge in schools, 
gymnasiums and other tem- 
porary shelters. 
The floods left a wake of dev- 
astation, including landslides, 
washed-out roads and col- 
lapsed bridges across the 
state. Operators reported 
electricity and communica- 
tions cuts. More than 800,000 
people are without a water 
supply, according to the civil 
defense agency, which cit- 
ed figures from water com- 
pany Corsan. 
A rescue team pulled an el- 
derly man in serious medical 
condition into a helicopter 
from a remote area in the 
Bento Gonçalves municipal- 
ity, according to footage 
from military firefighters. Tor- 
rents of brown water poured 
over a nearby dam. 
On Saturday evening, resi- 
dents in the town of Canoas 


stood up to their shoulders in 
muddy water and formed a 
human chain to pull boats 
carrying people to safety, 
according to video footage 
shared by local UOL news 
network. 
The Guaiba river reached a 
record level of 5.33 meters 
(17.5 feet) on Sunday morn- 
ing at 8 a.m. local time, sur- 
passing levels seen during a 
historic 1941 deluge, when 
the river reached 4.76 me- 
ters. 


"I repeat and insist: the dev- 
astation to which we are 
being subjected is unprece- 
dented," state Gov. Eduardo 
Leite said Sunday morning. 
He had previously said the 
state will need a "kind of 
'Marshall Plan' to be rebuilt." 
Brazilian President Luiz Iná- 
cio Lula da Silva visited Rio 
Grande do Sul for a second 
time on Sunday, accom- 
panied by Defense Minister 
José Múcio, Finance Minis- 
ter Fernando Haddad and 


Environment Minister Marina 
Silva, among others. The left- 
ist leader and his team sur- 
veyed the flooded streets 
of Porto Alegre from a he- 
licopter. 
"We need to stop running 
behind disasters. We need 
to see in advance what ca- 
lamities might happen and 
we need to work," Lula told 
journalists afterwards. 
During Sunday mass at the 
Vatican, Pope Francis said 
he was praying for the state's 


population. "May the Lord 
welcome the dead and 
comfort their families and 
those who had to abandon 
their homes," he said. 
The downpour started Mon- 
day and was expected to 
last through Sunday. In some 
areas, such as valleys, moun- 
tain slopes and cities, more 
than 300 millimeters (11.8 
inches) of rain fell in less 
than a week, according to 
Brazil's National Institute of 
Meteorology, known by the 
Portuguese acronym INMET, 
on Thursday. 
The heavy rains were the 
fourth such environmental 
disaster in the state in a year, 
following floods in July, Sep- 
tember and November 2023 
that killed 75 people. 
Weather across South Ameri- 
ca is affected by the climate 
phenomenon El Niño, a pe- 
riodic, naturally occurring 
event that warms surface 
waters in the Equatorial 
Pacific region. In Brazil, El 
Niño has historically caused 
droughts in the north and 
intense rainfall in the south. 
This year, the impacts of El 
Niño have been particular- 
ly dramatic, with a historic 
drought in the Amazon. Sci- 
entists say extreme weather is 
happening more frequently 
due to human-caused cli- 
mate change.q

Bodies recovered likely those of 2 Australians, 1 American who 
went missing, Mexican prosecutors say

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Three 
bodies recovered in an area 
of Mexico's Baja California 
state are likely to be those of 


the two Australians and an 
American who went missing 
last weekend during a camp- 
ing and surfing trip, the state 
prosecutor's office said Sat- 
urday. 


While there has not yet been 
confirmation based on fo- 
rensic examination, physical 
characteristics — including 
hair and clothing — means 
there is a high likelihood that 
the bodies are those of the 
three tourists, local TV net- 
work Milenio reported, citing 
chief state prosecutor María 
Elena Andrade Ramírez. 
"It is presumed that (the bod- 
ies) are the ones being in- 
vestigated," an employee of 
the state prosecutors' office 
who was not authorized to 
be quoted by name told The 
Associated Press. 
The bodies were found in 
a well where investigators 
also found another body 
that authorities said would 


be investigated. 
"A fourth body was located. 
It is not related to the three 
foreigners. The fourth body 
had been there for a long 
time," the official added. 
The site where the bodies 
were discovered near the 
township of Santo Tomás was 
near the remote seaside area 
where the missing men's tents 
and truck were found Thurs- 
day along the coast. 
The men — identified by fam- 
ily members as brothers Jake 
and Callum Robinson from 
Australia and American Jack 
Carter Rhoad — went miss- 
ing Saturday. They did not 
show up at their planned 
accommodations over the 
weekend. 


The U.S. State Department 
said: "We are aware of those 
reports (of bodies) and are 
closely monitoring the situa- 
tion. At this time we have no 
further comment." 
Baja California prosecutors 
had said Thursday that they 
were questioning three peo- 
ple in the case. On Friday, 
the office said the three had 
been arrested on charges of 
a crime equivalent to kidnap- 
ping. It was unclear if they 
might face more charges. 
Andrade Ramírez, the chief 
state prosecutor, said evi- 
dence found along with the 
abandoned tents was linked 
to the three people being 
questioned about the missing 
foreigners.q

Museum of Industry Aruba 
The Museum of Industry is located 
in San Nicolas—better known as 
the art capital of Aruba. This mu- 
seum exhibits the industrial history 
of gold, aloe, phosphate, oil and 
tourism through elaborated dis- 
plays and multimedia installations. 
The Museum of Industry is situated 
in the Water Tower in San Nicolas 
and narrates Aruba's industrial his- 
tory, which began in the 19th cen- 
tury. The Water Tower was built in 
1939 and consists of three sections: 
the substructure, the high-rising ver- 


tical shaft, and the tank at the top. 
The Water Tower was purchased 
by the Monuments Fund in 2003 so 
it can be restored and preserved 
as one of Aruba's monuments. The 
Museum of Industry is part of Aruba 
Museum Foundation (Fundacion 
Museo Aruban), which is a founda- 
tion set to maintain, preserve, and 
protect the Aruban cultural sector, 
history, and nature. The museum of 
Industry is open daily from 9 am till 
6 pm.

Archaeological Museum of Aruba 
The Archaeological Museum of 
Aruba is located at Schelpstraat 42 
in downtown Oranjestad. The reno- 
vated historic Ecury complex in the 
area has been transformed from a 
family home to a modern museum 
that preserves Aruba’s Amerindian 
cultural heritage. This 21st century 


museum is especially designed to 
preserve valuable artifacts dating 
back to the Pre-Ceramic period of 
2500 BC. 


In the late 1980’s, AMA identified its 
need for an adequate housing for 
its collection and activities. After 
studying various options, a project 
proposal was drawn up, including 
the acquisition and restoration of 
historical buildings in downtown 
Oranjestad. 


These historical buildings were for- 
merly the property of the Ecury 
family. The “Ecury Complex”, is a 
cluster of single and two-story his- 
toric buildings, mainly Dutch colo- 
nial architecture from the late 19th 
and 20th century on a plot of ap- 
proximately 1.700 m2. 


In 1997, the Aruban Government 
bought the complex for the Na- 
tional 
Archaeological 
Museum 
project. In 2004, a financial agree- 
ment was signed with the Europe- 
an Development Fund and in 2006, 
restoration and construction work 
began on the monumental build- 
ings and the soon-to-be exhibition 
space. In December 2007, the key 


to the complex was delivered and 
the museum’s employees moved 
to the new location. The final de- 
sign for the exhibit was completed 
in November 2007 and the perma- 
nent exhibit, financed by the Aru- 
ban Government and the Union of 
Cultural Organizations (UNOCA), 
opened in July 2009. 


At the new location, the National 
Archaeological Museum Aruba 
disposes of approximately 500 m2 
for its permanent exhibit. This exhib- 
it conveys information on the origin 
and culture of the first inhabitants 
of the island through archaeologi- 
cal objects and modern exhibition 
techniques. The new permanent 
exhibit gives the visitor an insight 
into the cultures that inhabited the 
island in Pre-Historical and Early 
Historical times. The museum also 
hosts attractive public programs, 
including 
lectures, 
educational 
projects, temporary exhibits and 
workshops. 


The museum is open daily from 9:30 
am till 4:30 pm.

Episode CXXIV 124 - Island’s geology 


NOORD — In Aruba we can 
differentiate 
three 
basic 
geological formations. One 
is a hilly part, second by an 
undulating part and a third 
part consisting of limestone 
which embraces these two 
zones mentioned before and 
forming also the coast line. 


The giant boulders of Aruba 
are almost unique in the Ca- 
ribbean. They are found at 
Ayo, Casibari, Santa Rosa, 
Paraguaná and many other 
places on the island. These 
formations have been ex- 
plained as being remnants 
of ancient volcanic action. 
It has also been speculated 


that they once formed parts 
of landslides that came down 
from high mountains of South 
America, a few miles to the 
south. The clusters of these 
huge boulders are among 
the interesting geological as- 
pects of the island. However 
these big boulders are manly 
magma that has cooled off 
before reaching the superfi- 
cies. 


Also known as part of the 
quartz diorite or granite land- 
scape (Batholith formations) 
This we will find from the cen- 
tral part of Aruba towards the 
west and at the northwestern 
end of the island, and from 


the central part towards the 
east and south, the landscape 
is dominated by a rock unit 
which the main component is 
quartzdiorite. The landscape 
here is flat to slightly undu- 
lating with quartz cover by 
boulders. This rock is light 
gray in color and speckled 
whit black and white. It is 
relatively hard. The typical 
diorite landscape is found 
near Santa Cruz. These are 
all areas with boulders and 
small or larger patches of sand 
and vegetation. Places with 
few boulders and large areas 
of quartz diorite debris are 
found in the east part, Tanki 
Flip, Noord, Alto Vista and in 
the south of Savaneta. 


The rocks of the Aruba Lava 
Formation were extensively 
used by the inhabitants of the 
prehistory era. The physical 
characteristic of the rocks 
played a key role in deter- 
mining the purpose for which 
it would be used. Diabase was 
used to make axes, chisels, 
knives and the polishers. The 
hardness and the homoge- 
neous structure of the rock 
make it the best raw material 
for these artifacts available 
on the island. The polishers 


were collected at the bay`s 
on the northern coast and 
were then further polished by 
the Amerindians tribes who 
colonized our islands from out 
the mainland where to make 
similar tools and artifacts were 
made. Schist, a softer stone 
type was used to make pen- 
dants and beads; the green 
color was probably the deter- 
mining it’s attraction. No tools 
of schist has been found, the 
sheet or scaled-like structure 
of the stone is a limiting fac- 
tor when making an axe or 
chisel. The rock will easily split 
along the sheet-lines. Beads 


and pendants made out of 
similar rock type were found 
in archaeological areas_ and 
described in the literature as 
Aruba greenstone, however 
itis often difficult to establish 
what type of stone it refers 
to since the term greenstone 
covers a wide range of differ- 
ent green rock types (schist, 
rhyolite, jade).

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Sun catchers: The different lizards in Aruba 


ORANJESTAD – Colorful or camouflaged, you’re 
bound to encounter a variety of lizards basking 
in the sun or scurrying on their way in our island. 
From the charming, friendly iguanas to the good- 
luck gecko Pega-Pega, you’re bound to meet a 
few of these special residents during your visit. 


Aruba, as a desert island, is home to an incredible 
variety of unique and colorful species. Among 
them we can find different lizards, most of which 
have South American origins. But there are a few 
exceptions. 


Iguanas 


Iguanas are easy to spot, as they are larger than 
most other lizards and when young, have a bright 
green color that makes them stand out. 


The iguanas usually found in Aruba are the Iguana 
iguana, known as the green iguana, or locally as 
Yuwana. The Yuwana are a mostly herbivorous 
species, and can grow up to 2 meters in size, in- 
cluding the tail, making them one of the largest 
in the iguana family. As you will see, despite their 
name, as they reach adulthood, the iguanas can 
take on a grey or blue tone instead of the bright 
green displayed by the young ones. In Aruba – as 
in the rest of the Kingdom of the Netherlands – the 
most usual color varies from green to lavender, 
black and sometimes a reddish brown. 


Yuwana is a protected species, as it is listed under 
Appendix II of the Convention on International 
Trade in Endangered Species (CITES), meaning 
that international trade is regulated through the 
CITES permit system. In the past, Arubans used to 
eat a popular Yuwana soup, as it was believed to 
give strength and help restore health – probably 
due to the protein boost it delivered. However, 
it is now illegal to catch, kill, buy or sell Yuwanas 
in Aruba, and this includes eating them! 


Turnip-tailed gecko 


The turnip-tailed gecko is known locally as the 
Pega-Pega, meaning sticky-sticky, due to the way 
it sticks to walls using the suction in its little fingers. 
They are found inside houses, and are mostly a 
nocturnal animal. 


According to Etnia Nativa, the local Pega Pega 
is immediately recognizable by its large size, with 
a body length of up to 12 cm, and its large, swol- 
len tail, approximately the same length or slightly 
shorter than its body; females are larger and more 
robust than males. It has short, robust legs with 
flattened toes and extensive basal webbing. 
The undersides of its toes are covered in lamellae, 
which are used as friction pads to cling to smooth 
vertical surfaces. Some can even walk around 
completely upside down. Its toes are covered 
with ridges, which are peppered with millions of 
microscopic bristle-like structures called setae that 
attach and detach when the animal wills them 
to, and they never get gunked up. 


They are variable in coloration, from a mottled 
dark gray to orange-brown, and are capable of 
changing color depending on their mood and 
surroundings. Mottled and banded markings aid 
in camouflage against tree bark. They are harm- 
less and fragile; you can hold one in your hands 
as long as you are VERY gentle. 
Never put pressure on its tail because it will surely 
drop as a measure to try to distract the predator, 
and they are different from other lizards because 
they’re long-lived, talkative, lack eyelids, and their 
small scales are situated next to each other like 
cobblestones rather than overlapping as is the 
case in most other lizards. 


Turnip-tailed Geckos are insectivorous and feed 
on cockroaches, grasshoppers, beetles, flies, mos- 
quitoes, and spiders, which makes them the best 
pest control to have at home! They spend their 
days concealed in dark tree grooves and cavities, 
in narrow crevices in the walls, or behind paint- 
ings, which provide the perfect shelter for them. 
Pega pega is a gecko endemic to our island, but 
in time, some 4–5 intrusive gecko species have 
been observed, some of which do not cease to 
amaze us with the racket they make, especially 
during the hours of the night. 


The Pega-pega Phyllodactylus Julieni is also a 
protected species in Aruba, by law. It is illegal 
to kill them! 


Blue Kododo 


These are one of the most striking lizards in Aruba, 
recognizable by the male’s bright blue color. The 
Aruban whiptail lizard, Cnemidophorus arubensis, 
is a species endemic to Aruba, meaning you can 
only find it here on our One Happy Island! They 
are also recognized as the most common and 
populous lizard on the island. While the male is 
blue with white dots, the female is brown with 
blue dots. 


These charming lizards eat mostly plants, such as 
flowers, nectar, leaves and fruits, and occasionally 
enjoy some insects. They are selective in which 
plants they eat, because of the toxins present 
in many available plants species. The Kododo 
help take care of Aruba’s vegetation by play- 
ing a significant role in the dispersal of seeds for 
certain plants: when they eat fruit, they excrete 
the seeds in diverse locations, contributing to the 
reproduction cycle of our local plants. 


Striped anole 


The striped anole (Anolis lineatus) that lives in 
Aruba is known locally as Waltaka or Toteki. This 
is a species of lizard in the family Dactyloidae, 
and they are native to Aruba and Curaçao. It 
is usually found in dry areas, commonly where 
there are not large trees; rather they enjoy rocks, 
walls or tree trunks, as they prefer to stay close 
to the ground. 
These lizards are about 7cm in length, have a 
brown color with a stripe on each side and typi- 
cally, several stripes on the body and tail that are 
lighter in color. It has a dewlap which is orange- 
yellow – and what’s unique about this species is 
that it is the only known species of anole where 
the dewlap is asymetrically colored, with one 
side being a deeper orange and the other side 
a lighter yellow. Mostly this is seen in the males, 
as it is almost imperceptible in the females. If the 
Toteki shows you his dewlap, retreat! This is not a 
friendly greeting! 


Lizards are wonderful creatures that are precious 
to our fragile, local ecosystem. Please be mindful 
of these residents as you enjoy your stay.q

and perfectly safe to drink. 
Aruba’s drinking water ex- 
ceeds WHO’s international 
standards for water qual- 
ity, so there is no need to 
buy bottled water from the 
store.

Boeing is on the verge of launching astronauts 
aboard new capsule, the latest entry to space travel

CAPE 
CANAVERAL, 
Fla. 
(AP) — After years of de- 
lays and stumbles, Boeing 
is finally poised to launch 
astronauts to the Interna- 
tional Space Station for 
NASA. 
It's the first flight of Boe- 
ing's Starliner capsule with 
a crew on board, a pair of 
NASA pilots who will check 
out the spacecraft during 
the test drive and a week- 
long stay at the space 
station. NASA turned to 
U.S. companies for astro- 
naut rides after the space 
shuttles were retired. Elon 
Musk's SpaceX has made 
nine taxi trips for NASA 
since 2020, while Boeing 
has managed only a pair 
of unoccupied test flights. 
Boeing program manager 
Mark Nappi wishes Starliner 
was further along. "There's 
no doubt about that, but 
we're here now." 
The company's long-await- 
ed astronaut demo is slat- 
ed for liftoff Monday night. 
Provided this tryout goes 
well, NASA will alternate 
between 
Boeing 
and 
SpaceX to get astronauts 
to and from the space sta- 
tion. A look at the newest 
ride and its shakedown 
cruise: 
THE CAPSULE 
White with black and blue 
trim, 
Boeing's 
Starliner 
capsule is about 10 feet 
(3 meters) tall and 15 feet 
(4.5 meters) in diameter. 
It can fit up to seven peo- 
ple, though NASA crews 
typically will number four. 


The company settled on 
the name Starliner nearly 
a decade ago, a twist on 
the name of Boeing's early 
Stratoliner and the current 
Dreamliner. No one was 
aboard Boeing's two pre- 
vious Starliner test flights. 
The first, in 2019, was hit 
with software trouble so se- 
vere that its empty capsule 
couldn't reach the station 
until the second try in 2022. 
Then last summer, weak 
parachutes and flamma- 
ble tape cropped up that 
needed to be fixed or re- 
moved. 
THE CREW 
Veteran NASA astronauts 
Butch Wilmore and Suni Wil- 
liams are retired Navy cap- 
tains who spent months 
aboard the space station 
years ago. They joined the 
test flight after the original 


crew bowed out as the de- 
lays piled up. Wilmore, 61, 
is a former combat pilot 
from Mount Juliet, Tennes- 
see, and Williams, 58, is a 
helicopter pilot from Need- 
ham, Massachusetts. The 
duo have been involved in 
the capsule's development 
and insist Starliner is ready 
for prime time, otherwise 
they would not strap in for 
the launch. "We're not put- 
ting our heads in the sand," 
Williams told The Associat- 
ed Press. "Sure, Boeing has 
had its problems. But we 
are the QA (quality assur- 
ance). Our eyes are on the 
spacecraft." 
THE TEST FLIGHT 
Starliner will blast off on 
United Launch Alliance's 
Atlas V rocket from Cape 
Canaveral Space Force 
Station. It will be the first 
time astronauts ride an 
Atlas since NASA's Project 
Mercury, starting with John 
Glenn when he became 
the first American to orbit 
the Earth in 1962. Sixty-two 
years later, this will be the 
100th launch of the Atlas V, 
which is used to hoist satel- 
lites as well as spacecraft. 
"We're super careful with 
every mission. We're su- 
per, duper, duper careful" 
with human missions, said 
Tory Bruno, CEO of ULA, a 
joint venture of Boeing and 
Lockheed Martin. 
Starliner should reach the 
space station in roughly 26 
hours. The seven station res- 


idents will have their eyes 
peeled on the approach- 
ing capsule. The arrival of a 
new vehicle is "a really big 
deal. You leave nothing to 
chance," NASA astronaut 
Michael Barratt told the 
AP from orbit. Starliner will 
remain docked for eight 
days, undergoing check- 
outs before landing in New 
Mexico or elsewhere in the 
American West. 
STARLINER VS. DRAGON 
Both companies' capsules 
are designed to be au- 
tonomous and reusable. 
This Starliner is the same 
one that made the first test 
flight in 2019. Unlike the 
SpaceX Dragons, Starliner 
has traditional hand con- 
trols and switches along- 
side touchscreens and, ac- 
cording to the astronauts, 
is more like NASA's Orion 
capsules for moon missions. 
Wilmore and Williams brief- 
ly will take manual control 
to wring out the systems 
on their way to the space 
station.q

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Donovan Mitchell scores 39 points as Cavaliers push past Magic 
106-94 in Game 7 to get Boston next

CLEVELAND (AP) — Dono- 
van Mitchell brought re- 
demption and relief to him- 
self and the Cavaliers. 
A year after being bullied 
and bounced in the first 
round of the NBA playoffs, 
Cleveland is moving on. 
Mitchell made sure. 
"This is why I'm here," he 
said. "It's my job." 
Mitchell scored 39 points, 
Caris LeVert added 15 and 
Cleveland avoided a po- 
tentially 
franchise-shifting 
loss by rallying for a 106-94 
win over the Orlando Mag- 
ic on Sunday in Game 7 
to advance in the Eastern 
Conference playoffs. 
The Cavs trailed by 18 in 
the first half and were in 
danger of being eliminated 
early for the second year in 
a row — a scenario that 
may have led to firings. 
But Mitchell, who scored 50 
in a Game 6 loss at Orlan- 
do and has been battling a 
left knee injury for months, 
put the Cavs on his back. 
He carried them past an 
up-and-coming 
Orlando 
team whose playoff inex- 
perience showed in the 
second half. 
"I don't mean this disre- 
spectful, but it doesn't really 
mean much," Mitchell said. 
"We didn't come in just to 
win the first round. We ac- 


complished one goal, now 
we have to do it again. 
That's the mindset." 
According to the NBA, 
Cleveland's 
comeback 
is the largest in a Game 7 
since the league began 
tracking 
play-by-play 
in 
1997-98. 
Evan Mobley grabbed 16 
rebounds and Darius Gar- 
land hit a critical 3-pointer 
— after getting a pep talk 
from Mitchell — in the fourth 
for Cleveland, which won 
its first playoff series without 


LeBron James since 1993. 
The Cavs will begin the 
second round on the road 
against 
the 
top-seeded 
Celtics in Game 1 on 
Tuesday. Boston went 2-1 
against Cleveland this sea- 
son. 
In the closing minutes, the 
towel-waving crowd inside 
Rocket 
Mortgage 
Field- 
House chanted, "We want 
Boston!" — a matchup that 
didn't look likely an hour 
earlier. 
"I'm pretty sure everybody 


thinks 
they're 
going 
to 
come in and kick our ass," 
Mitchell said. "So for us 
to continue to stay level- 
headed throughout, and 
just be who we are, that's 
the biggest thing." 
Paolo Banchero scored 38 
— just 14 after halftime — 
and added 16 rebounds to 
lead the Magic, who grew 
up in the series but couldn't 
figure out how to win in 
Cleveland as both teams 
held serve on their floors. 
Orlando's 
Franz 
Wagner 


and Jalen Suggs went a 
combined 3 of 28 from the 
field. 
The moment turned out to 
be too much for the Mag- 
ic, who pushed the Cavs to 
the limit. 
"After the first game, peo- 
ple were like, I don't know 
if they're ready," Banchero 
said. "To come back the 
way we did, it shows where 
we're headed and shows 
what we're able to do." 
Down by 10 at halftime, 
Cleveland raised its de- 
fensive intensity in the third 
quarter and outscored Or- 
lando 33-15. The Magic 
went just 4 of 24 from the 
field in the period and 
seemed 
hesitant 
while 
waiting for Banchero to do 
more. 
The Cavs were up 85-77 in 
the fourth when Garland, 
who was in foul trouble in 
the first half and was clear- 
ly frustrated before Mitchell 
wrapped his arm around 
him on the bench, drained 
a 3-pointer from the corner 
to put Cleveland up 11. 
After the shot dropped and 
Orlando called a timeout, a 
relieved Garland was bear- 
hugged by Mitchell, who 
was acquired in a trade 
two years ago from Utah 
to hopefully get Cleveland 
closer to another champi- 
onship. The Cavs took an-

Rublev overcomes fever and praises doctors 
after winning Madrid Open for the 1st time

MADRID (AP) — Despite sleep- 
less nights struggling with a 
fever, Andrey Rublev found 
a way to fight back and win 
the Madrid Open for the first 


time. 
Rublev was feeling sick all 
week but rallied to beat Fe- 
lix Auger-Aliassime in three 
sets on Sunday and clinch 
his second Masters 1000 title. 
Rublev won 4-6, 7-5, 7-5 af- 


ter Auger-Aliassime double- 
faulted on the last point of 
the final at the clay-court 
tournament in the Spanish 
capital. 
"I would say this is the most 
proud title of my career," 
Rublev said. "I was almost 
dead every day. I was not 
sleeping at night. The last 
three, four days I didn't sleep." 
Rublev gave "full credit to the 
doctors," who were "doing 
some tricky things" just to make 
sure he could play. 
"I have no words," the eighth- 
ranked Rublev said. "If you 
knew what I had been 
through in the past nine days 
you would not imagine that I 
would be able to win a title." 


The 26-year-old Russian won 
his first Masters 1000 title at 
Monte Carlo last year. Auger- 
Aliassime was playing in his 
first final at this level. 
Rublev entered Madrid on 
a four-game losing streak 
after early exits at Indian 
Wells, Miami, Monte Carlo 
and Barcelona. One of his 
victories in Madrid came 
in the quarterfinals against 
home-crowd favorite Carlos 
Alcaraz. 
He now has 16 career titles, 
and two this season after 
Hong Kong in January. He 
had arrived with a 5-1 record 
against Auger-Aliassime, in- 
cluding a win in their sole 
matchup on clay. 


Auger-Aliassime's path to 
the final saw second-ranked 
Jannik Sinner withdraw be- 
cause of an injury ahead 
of the quarterfinals, and Jiri 
Lehecka retired against the 
Canadian in the first set of 
the semifinals. 
Other injuries hit the men's 
draw in Madrid, starting with 
Novak Djokovic's withdrawal 
before the tournament. Daniil 
Medvedev retired in the quar- 
terfinals, while Alcaraz was 
hampered by a sore right arm 
and Rafael Nadal bowed out 
of what was likely his last ap- 
pearance in his home country. 
Iga Swiatek won the women's 
title for the first time in her 
career on Saturday.q

first Red Sox home run in 
seven games, Rafael De- 
vers added another, and 
Boston ended Minnesota's 
12-game winning streak by 
beating the Twins 9-2 on 
Sunday. 
Vaughn Grissom and Dom- 
inic Smith had two-run dou- 
bles, and Boston ended a 
three-game slide in which 
it scored just four runs. 
"Losing two out of three 
here (stinks), but winning 
this one is very gratifying. 
It took a total team effort," 
said Red Sox manager Alex 
Cora. 
Ryan Jeffers homered and 
Trevor Larnach had an RBI 
single for Minnesota. 
The Twins' 12-game win- 
ning streak was tied for the 
second-longest in team 
history behind a 15-win run 
in June 1991, the last sea- 
son Minnesota won the 
World Series. 
"It did feel like every time 
an opportunity arose in the 
past 12 games, it felt like 
we were always coming 
through," said Carlos Cor- 
rea. 
"Today was just one of the 
days that we're not able to 
do that. But at the same 
time, looking at the big 
picture, it's been a couple 
of good weeks. We've just 
got to keep going. It's a fun 
team." 
With one out in the fifth, 
Rafaela hit a full count of- 
fering from Joe Ryan into 
the first row of the left cen- 
ter field seats for a two-run 
home run and a 3-1 lead. 
Rafaela hit the team's pre- 
vious round-tripper in last 
Saturday's 17-0 win over 
the Cubs. 
"I was just focusing to hit 
the ball and then good 
things happen," said Rafa- 
ela, who played some old- 
school pepper before the 
game with hitting coach 
Pete Fatse to better get 
the barrel on the ball. 
"He's such a good athlete 
that he will," Cora said. 
Grissom had a two-run 
double for a 5-1 eighth- 
inning lead. Smith, the next 
batter, added a two-run 


double with the ball go- 
ing off the glove of Manuel 
Margot who was battling 
the sun on a cloudless 
69-degree afternoon. 
It was Grissom's first hit with 
Boston. Acquired in the 
offseason Chris Sale trade 
with Atlanta, Grissom start- 
ed the year on the injured 
list and made his team de- 
but Friday. 
Devers hit a two-run shot in 
the ninth. 
Boston 
starter 
Cooper 
Criswell, who threw five 
shutout innings in each of 
his last two starts, allowed 
one earned run and struck 
out five in 4 1/3 innings, but 
needed 80 pitches to do 
so. 
Brennan Bernardino (1-1), 
the first of five Red Sox re- 


lievers, earned the win. 
Tossing his team-high fifth 
quality start of the season, 
Ryan (1-2) allowed four 
hits and three earned runs 
while striking out five. 
With the season's second- 
largest home crowd of 
29,638 in attendance, Jef- 
fers hit a solo home run in 
the third inning for a 1-0 
lead, a frame after Minne- 
sota had a golden oppor- 
tunity for some early dam- 
age. 
Max Kepler, Correa and 
Larnach each singled to 
start the Minnesota second, 
but Criswell struck out Willi 
Castro and Carlos Santana 
before Jose Miranda hit a 
harmless bouncer back to 
Criswell. 
"There are moments where 


if you're able to do some- 
thing, they really are tip- 
ping points, turning points. 
We've been doing it, to- 
day we just didn't do it," 
said Twins manager Rocco 
Baldelli.
